Famine. — Famine ocmirrod in tlie district in 1896-97, due to 
failure of crops in the affected tracts from the want of seasonable rain. 
The whole district was affected. Relief works were opened and continu- 
ed for 14 months. The maximum number receiving relief reached 
31,361 in 'April. In 1899-1900 the rains again failed, and the district 
was visited by severe famine. Out of the total area of 4,987 square 
miles, 4,622 square miles were affected, and the outturn was only 
4>5 per cent of normal. Relief works were opened and continued, 
till November 3901. The daily average number at the commence- 
ment was 313, but rose to a maximum of 57,768 in May, The 

number in receipt of gratuitous relief was 17,067 in September. The 
death-rate was 45-52 per mille. The number of deaths from all causes 
ott r<lie£ works was 903, of which' 369 were attributed to dysentery and 
diarrhoea and 260 to cholera. The percentage irroportion of sexes and 
children among the relief workers was 36 men, 45 women and 19 
children. The average wage per worker unit was Re. 0-1-2. In 
1900-01 the area affected remained the same as in the previous year. 
The highest number in receipt of relief was 27,976 and, on an average 
for the entire period, 4,802 persons were gratuitously relieved. The 
death-1 ate during the year was 27-54 per mille. (For further details 
see Table XIII,) 

Plague. — Satara District was one of the earliest to he attadced in the 
whole presidency. Indigenous plague broke out in 1897 in thlV villages 
of Koregaon and Javli talukas, the infection having been imported from 
Bombay, Thence it* reached Karad in July, and led to great nmrtAli^. 
The largest number of cases recorded in one week {23rd October 1897) 
•U'as 6,857.^ The epidemic spread throughout the district, and reached 
its zenith in October 1897. The district has suffered more severely 
from the epidemic than any other. The total mortality from the disease 
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np to tlic eud of 1903-04 lias been 114.580 or 10 per cent, of tie / 
total pojJuIatioD.

Karnill©. — The State escaped the famine of 1896-97, nithough 
relief , measures were taken from J une to October, when the maxi- 
mum daily average number of people on works was 348. Tu 1899- 
•1900 afche State suffered from severe famine. Relief works were 
openeffin March 1900 and were closed in October 1901. The daily 
average number of persons received relief was 386 in the 1st 
inonSi. It rose to 1,286 in May 19oO. The State spent Rs. iiS, 000 
ip»the year 1899-1900 on famine relief. 

Plague. — After the cholera, which broke ont in May 1896 and 
carried off 325 souls from the affected aiea of 17 villages, bubonic 
plague was imported into the State and caused- the death of 15 
persons from 5 villages in 1896-97. The State then continued free 
from plague till the year 1902-03. In November 1902 the first 
case of plague appeared in the town of Phaltau. When plague 
was detected, nearly three-fourths of the population left the place. 
Within 3 months 366 cases and 228 deaths occurred. ^ Seventeen 
other villages were infected and 205 cases and 164 deaths were 
recorded in that area. In all, there were 571 cases and 392 deaths 
in the whole State. By the end of March both the town and 
villages affected became free from plague. * 

Goneral. — The State has no military force. It maintains a* 
police force of 129 men at a cost of Rs. 12,409. There is only one 
jail in the State, maintained at a cost of Rs. 492. The daily average 
number of convicts js 14. There is only one municipality, i e., 
Phaltan, with au iueome (1902-08) of Rs. 8,665 and expenditure 
Rs. 8,223. The chief sources of income are octroi and a water cess. 
There is one dispensary in the State with a daily average of 107 
patients maintained at an annual cost of Rs. 3,042. The number 
of patients treated during the last ten years is given below ; —

Famine.'-— In 1896-97 the State suffered severely from famine. 
Eelief measures were commenced in tTannary and closed in November 
1897, The highest daily average number of persons receiving relief 
was 1,303 in June. Famine again occurred in 1899 — ^1901. Relief 
Tvorks were opened in December 1899 and were closed in November 
1901. The highest number of persons receiving relief was 2,500 in 
June 1900. The State spent over Bs. 16,000 during this period on 
, relief. 


Plague. — In 1896-97 three imported eases of plague were noticed 
in different villages, but the disease did not spread. In the subsequent 
years severe epidemics were recorded, in which over 5,000 died.

General.' — ^No military force is kept in the State. The numhei 
of Police is 83. The State spent Rs. 11,128 for the maintenance d 
the sanfe in 1902-03. There is a gaol at Anndh. There were 
16 prisoners, exclusive of 9 in the l^luka lock-ups, during, the year 
tl902-03. The principal sources of Local Funda are the one anna 
cess, school fees and cattle pound receipts. The -receipts frona all 
sources in 1902-03 amounted to Rs. 22,924, and the expenditure 
to Rs. 12,773. There is no separate establishment maintained for 
sanitary purposes^ The Village Sanitation Act has^ however,^ 
introduced in some villages and ^2 committees have been appointed. 
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The ineome o£ these committees is chiefly derived from *a house-lax. 
Tile Abhari mauageraent of the State has been leased to the British 
‘ Government for 10 years commencing from 1894 for an annual 
payment of Es. 4,500. The State has also ceded the control of salt 
to Government, receiving compensation at Es. l,045“l-7 per annum. 
TJie cultivation of the poppy and manufacture of opium have been 
prohibited for the receipt of one-tenth of the duty on opium imported 
into the State. The right to sell opium in retail is sold annually, 
bringing in a revenue of Es. 1,300. The State also receives from 
Government annually Es. 784-12-0 for the prohibition of the ' 
cultivation of hemp.
